by Evelyn Waugh shows what 
happens when a brilliant satirist 
’ grows old, fat, and bored — he turns 
j his comic pen on himself. 

t It seems that three years ago 
r , Mr. Waugh suffered the same 
1 hallucinations that plague Mr. 

Pinfold in this “conversation 
piece.” The character of Mr. Pin- 
; fold is, in essence, Mr. Waugh

The book opens with a “portrait 
; of the artist in middle age.” Mr. 

Pinfold lives in the lonely, secluded 
. village of Lychpole, ignoring 
questionnaires sent in by. eager- 

students for their theses.

< A man of baroque taste, he 

abhors plastics, Picasso, sunbath- 
: ing, and jazz. To his contempo- 
raries he seems opinionated and 
impervious to criticism. Pinfold’s 
only irritations are boredom, in- 
somnia, and rheumatism. 

To allay the first he is given to 
consuming “not illiberal” quantities 
of wine, gin and brandy. For the 
latter two he sloshes down pills 
and drugs with creme de menthe. 

Naturally Pinfold begins to feel 
a little under the weather. He em- 
barks on a cruise to Ceylon, but 
it’s tbo late — the hallucinations 
begin. 

Other people in similar circum- 
stances: see pink elephants; Mr. 
Pinfold has the writer’s imagina- 
tion. Strange sounds assail hkn. 
First it’s the barking of a dog, then 
from somewhere below decks an 
old-time evangelical meeting 
Later a “Pocoputa Indian band” 
seems to strike up from nowhere, 
playing a three-eight rhythm used 
by the Gestapo to drive prisoners 
stark, raving mad. “The Russians 
use it now,” a mysterious voice 
exclaims.

Pinfol’ds cross grows heavier. 
Somehow he hears the ship’s cap- 
tain and an exotic woman torturing 
a steward. A Mr. Cultton-Cornforth 
denounces Pinfold’s books over the 
radio. New mysterious voices 
threaten to kill him: “Haloo-loo-loo- 
loo-loo. Hark-ark-ark -ark-ark-ark. 
We’ve got you.”

Not till the story’s end does he 
discover, with his wife’s help, that 
the various people who incessantly 
converse with him are products of 
his own mind. 

The Ordeal of Gilbert Pinfold, 
should interest Evelyn \Vaugh 
fans who can compare it with the 
author’s earlier works which 
devastatingly ridiculed everything 
from the British aristocracy (De- 
cline and Fall) to Hollywood 
mortuaries (The Loved One). At 
times a well-turned Waugh phrase 
produces a moment of real hilarity, 
but for the most part he jus-t isn’t 
as funny as in his lean and hungry i 
days.
